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James Donnelly is one of the most prolific and 
wide-ranging historians of Ireland. He has also 
been a leading figure in the promotion of Irish 
studies in North America. Professor Donnelly is the 
author of The Land and the People of Nineteenth- 
Century Cork, awarded the Herbert Baxter Adams 
Prize of the American Historical Association, and of 
Landlord and Tenant in Nineteenth-Century Ireland. 
His most recent book, published this year, The Great 
Irish Potato Famine, has been widely acclaimed as 
the definitive work on the subject. He has taught 
lrish and British history at the University of 
Wisconsin since 1972 and is a former president of 
the American Conference for Irish Studies and a 
current co-editor of the journal Eire-lreland. 
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
